The Young Men’s Christian Association are 
feeding daily, independent of their requisitions 
upon the Peabody, better than 3,000 persons. 
There are various other agencies that are doing 
their mite. The reports of the 
famine withal, for such it is, are 
heard on every band in constantly increasing 
rates. The terrible pestilence has destroyed all 
of its resources. It has eaten, as it were, the 
very Vitals of the people. 

THE EVIDENCES OF DESTITOTION 
are simply appalling. The house in which one 
lives or the garb in which one is clothed is no 
criterion. Very much of the actual want and 
suffering are amopg those hitherto in comfort- 
able circunjstances. The parties are found fairly 
starving rather than beg. How to reach and 
relieve this déstitution is the question. The 
managersof the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion suggest relief organizations and depats in 
every ward. There can be no question as tothe 
necessity. Reporte of destitution’ and fever 
from some of the suburbs, notably those of 
Carrollton and Algiers, 

ARE PARTICULARLY DISTRESSING. 
In Carrollton the destitution is said to be almost 
general. The fever, too, isin well-nigh every 


household, and is spreading with remarkable ‘ 


awiftness. In some cases every member of the 
family is reported prostrated within the house. 
Even those in the most prosperous circum- 
stancas find {themselves sadly/straightened in 
the effort to procure pursed and necessaries for 
their sick.

ANOTHER RAILROAD HORROR. 
. Boston, Oct. 8.— K serious accident occurred 
this evening on the Old Colony Railroad to a 
crowded excursion train which was returning 
from the Silyer Lake rowing-mateh between 
Reagau, of Boston, aud Davis, of Pertdgm.. A 
train of twenty cars ran off the track. It is 
rumored that forty-two persons were killed, and 
that Reagan, the boatman, was fatally injured. 
A dispateb just received at police headquar- 
ters places the number at 10 killed and 150 in- 


Boston, Oct. 8. The accident on the ‘Oia | 
Colony Railway occurred between Atlantic and 
Woliaston Heights about 7 o’elock this, even- 
ing. Lhe scene of the ac@@ent is about 
gevén miles from Boston, „ and as soon 
as the news reached the citya large number 
of cots and stretchers were sent out by the 
city officials. At midnight no intelligen 
count has been received, but it is koown that at 
least ten were killed, and about 100 wounded in 
greater or less degree. 

The train to which the accident bappened was 
one returning from Silver Lake, and composed 


ot twenty-two cars and engines, carrying about 


| 1,500 persons, who had heen out to witness the 
race between Reagan and Davis.. The train 
was not going at a bigh rate 
of specd, perhaps twenty miles an 
bour. It is not yet positively known what was 
the cause of the accident, but it is stated that 
the freight train had just been switched off to 
make way for the excursion train, and, as the 
the accident occarred at this switch, there is a 
reasonable supposition that it had not 
been properly locked. Both engines 
jumped the track and went over the embank- 
ment total wrecks, but the engineers and fire- 
men escaped death, only one, so far as known, 
being seriously hurt. 

At least five of the ears were wrecked, includ- 
ing a baggage-car and four passcnger-coaches. 
Among the, latter was an English coach in 
which were many oarsmen and newspaper men. 
These cars were piled upon each other, and the 
wonder is that the loss of life is not greater. 

Patrick Reagan, loser of the rage to-day, was 
sitting with Mrs. Faulkner, wife of his od boat- 
ing partner, aud both were killed. Charles H. 
Morgan, s6n of the editor of the Zxpress, was 
killed. Among the injured are Mrs. Blakie, 
wife of the Campridge boatbuilder; George 
C. Kimball, of the Associated Press; 
Walter Safford, reporter of the “zpress'; 
Mahon, of the Shawmut crew; aud two of Gen. 
Butier’s sons, who are reperted seriously burt.
